HILLSBORO, Mo., Dec. 11.—Carl Au- 
gust Frederick Henne, who for eight] 
years has been Recorder of Deeds for 
Jefferson County and last month was 
rected for another term for four years, 
today sent his resignation to Gov. Ma- 
jor because he learned that he is not’an 
American citizen. He had thought for 
almost half a century that he was en- 
titled to all the privileges of citizenship.

journey to Carroliton, Mo., together, 
when Pina approached, drew a knife, 
and cut Senorita Sarah. 

He flourished Revolver. 

This enraged him, and he drew 4 
revolver from his pockets and flotr- 
ished it, when a policeman § inter+ 
fered. When’questioned closely Her- 
mandez said yes, he had a wife, and 
a child, but that he loved the Seno- 
rita, she loved him, so they had 
planned their little journey together. 
He also admitted that he was out of 
work, but said that did not puterrere 
with loving his Senorita. 

He said that he had the revolver ‘in 
hig pocket because his grip was full. 
He explained to the court that a num- 
ber of doughnuts had also been placed 
m the pocket, and lost when he brought 
the gun into action. 

He explained fully to the court that 
he was entitled to the Senorita because 
be had more Spanish blood in him than 
bis rival. 

Then Pina took the stand and immedi- 
ately rroclaimed his nationality by say- 
ing t) st he was ‘“‘half Spanish, half In- 
dian, Aalf Mexican.’’

He lived at 2636 
Margaret avenue, Maplewood, the home 
of Mrs. Margaret Sutton, widow of his 
brother, John L. Sutton, who died three 
years before. Mrs. Sutton’s maiden sia- 
ters, Louisa and Ella Smith, also lived 
there. 

The will, which was written in six 
lines on the back of an- old sheet of 
foolgcap ruled as a physician’s diagnosis 
blank, stated that William R. Wilson 
was appointed administrator without 
bond, and that he should use the estate 
for the benefit of Mrs. Sutton and the 
two Misses Smith during their lifetirte, 
and that after they were all dead it 
should be divided among Sutton’s legal 
beirs. The document stated that it wa 
Sutton’s “last will and wishes.”’

Great Britain has lost 12 cruisers, 
two -battleships, two gunboats and 
three submarines, while Germany, 
including the four .cruisers sunk 
Tuesday, has lost 14 cruisers, one 
gunboat, one mine layer, three sub- 
marines and seven destroyers.

She is threatened on one side 
by Russia and on the other side by 
Austria, both of whom would distinctly 
benefit by her annexation, provided it 
did not entail too many other prob- 
lems. 

The broad, fertile fields of the. lower 
Danube, the great riyer itself, are ob- 
viously desirable possessions. The Dan- 
ube, of course, is the natural outlet for 
Austrian commerce, and the inability to 
control it has probably retarded the 
development of Hungary and Central 
Austria. 

Importance of ‘Rumania’s Position. 

The position of Rumania also makes 
her assistance extremely desirable for 
Germany and Austria, now that the ex- 
ecution of Pan-Germanism is being at- 
tempted. Rumania flanks the rodds 
leading to Turkey and Constantinople. 
She holds in the Danube a water route 
to the Black Sea and Constantinople, 


quence. 

As an ally or.dependency she would 
furnish a great buffer state between 
the Pan-German confederation and Rus- 
sia. 

As an enemy of Austria and as an 
ally of Russia, Rumania is a most dan- 
gerous foe to Pan-Germanism. Russia 
is anxious for an alliance with Ru- 
mania, because the Rumanians*own the 
western seacoast of the Black Sea and, 
of course, the coast road, which is the 
only easy and short approach for the 
Russians to Constantinople. Rumania, 
by controlling the lower Danube, also 
keeps Austria out of the Black Sea and 
prevents her from attempting to cgn- 
test its supremacy with Russia. 

Conversely, Rumania’s. control of the 
Danube would allow Russia to attack 
by water Bulgaria, Austria’s ally, and, 
perhaps, Hungary. The Russians can, 
naturally, send troops up the Danube 
by water~water transportation is al- 
most of inestimable importance in coun- 
tries so poorly provided with railroads— 
which would bring aid to ‘the hard- 
pressed Servians by attacking the Aus- 
trians on the flank, or which might 
land in Bulgaria, take possession of the 
roads ‘to Constantinople and sever the 
connection of Germany and Turkey.

The advantage to either side of the 
assistance of Rumania is obvious. The 
aalvantage to Rumania is not so clear. 
As a matter of fact, this unfortunate 
country is somewhat in the position of 
Belgium—likely to suffer, whatever it 
does. 


The choice of an alliance with Rus- 
sia and the Triple Ententé may be due 
.o tne following considerations, The an- 
nexation of Rumania is not really. nec- 
essary to secure for Russia the advan- 
tages for which she has-so long striv- 
en. The right of transit across Ruma- 
nia would be valuable, but would not 
be essential so long as Russia controls 
the Black Sea; for commerce between 
Russia and the outside world will be: by 
water and not by rail, and the ships will 
naturally load at Russian ports and pro- 
ceed through the Black Sea and 
through the Straits to the Mediterranean, 
So long as Russia holds tue Black Sea and 
Constantinople. Rumania is reasonably 
safe; without the control of the Black 
Sea, Constantinople is of no value ‘to 
Russia. 

Austria’s Policy Menace to Rumania. 

On the other hand, Austria would als 
most be driven to extend her influence 
in Rumania to the point of practically 
annihilating Rumania’s freedom of ac- 
tion. As an ally of Austrta, therefore, 
and as a foe of Russia, the Rumanian 
irontier would become the outer de- 
fenses of Constantinople and of the 
Pan-Germanic Confederation. To hold 
it against Russia would require elabo- 
rate measures which. the Rumanians 
themselves could not finance or origi- 
nate, and would compel them to sanction 
Austria’s military occupation of the 
country. For Austria to be satisfied with 
less would be to sacrifice the whole 
value of the Rumanian alliance by 
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throwing the real defense of the Pan- 
Germanic Confederation back upon 
Adrianople and Turkey. Rumania, also 
would be the battlefield in the attempt 
of Russia to destroy the Pan-Germanic 
Confederation, and would certainly be 
laid waste by hostilities. The Ruman- 
ians have no mind to experience what 
Belgium has suffered. 

Furthermore, the Austrian control of 
the Balkans would mean the downfall] of 
Servia, and the strengthening of Ru- 
mania’s traditional enemies, Bulgaria 
and Turkey. The Rumanians would very 
much dislike to see those two states 
trade dominant even if it were not done 
at their own expense; they would still 
less enjoy the role of defending Bul- 
garia and Turkey from the aggression 
of Russia, at the expense of their own 
blood. 

“Between the Devil and the Sea.’’ 

Neither alternative—Russia nor Aus- 
tria—looks entirely desirable to the Ru- 
manians. They have no confidence in 
one or the other, They are perfectly 
aware that their present independence is 
largely due to the protection England 
and France have afforded them in the 
past, who have opposed Russia’s ad- 
vance and Austria’s advance on Con- 
siantinople, 

No doubt England and France have 
again assured them of their continued 
protection against annihilation by Rus- 
sia, and the Russians, too, have given 
sufficiently convincing assurances.

WOMEN'S 9-HOUR LAW TO BE 
ENFORCED IN HOLIDAY WORK 


The nine-hour law, applying to women 
and girl employes of stores, factories 
and restaurants, will be strictly en- 
forced in the holiday season, according 
to an announcement made by A. Sid- 
ney Johnston, Chief Factory Inspector. 
The law provides that women and 
girls must not be employed more than 
54 hours a week. This is nine hours a 
day for a six-day week, but if any Sun- 
day work is done it must be deducted 
from the permitted total for the week. 
Overtime work will not be permitted, 
Johnston said, regardless of the em- 
ploye’s willingness or of the wages 
paid. Instead of overworking employes 
at holiday time, he said, business men 
should give temporary employment to 
some of the many who are seeking it. 

Johnston has been successful in pros- 
ecuting violators of the nine-hour law, 
and one of the convictions which he 
obtained last month resulted in a two 
weeks’ workhouse term for the em- 
ployer, Asa Amen, regtaurant keeper at 
200 Sidney street, who employed a girl 
nine hours a day for seven days in 
the week, served out a $2 fine in the 
workhouse—the first case, Johnston be- 
lieves, in. the United States of impris- 
onment under such a law.

The 
three subdivisions have an _ estimated 
population of about 7000 people. They 
depend now on transportation service 
furnished by the Frisco railroad, and 
that is declared to be wholly. inade- 
quate. The trains, during the morning, 
run on hourly schedule, but a some- 
what more frequent service ig furnished 
in the evening. 

Besides the inadequate service, the 
people complain of having to pay two 
fares, one to the Frisco and the other 
to the United Railways, -to get to any 
part of St. Louis except the immediate 
vicinity of Union Station.

Minimum Charge Rate Asked by 
Company Protested Against 
by Mayor Kiel. 


152,000 CONSUMERS LISTED 


President of Laclede Says Public 
Service Commission’s Acts 
Are Fair. 


Approximately 15,000 customers of the 
Laclede Gas Light Co. consume legs than 
% cents’ worth of gas a month, accord- 
ing to a statement made by President 
Holman to a Post-Dispatch reporter to- 
day. .The company has about 152,000 cus- 
tomers on its books. 

The gas company hia filed with the 
Public Service Commission an applica- 
tion to make a minimum charge of 50 
cents a month. Mayor Kiel has filed 
with the commission a protest against 
the allowance of the charge. 

President Holman said that he did not 
care at the present time to enter upon 
a detailed discussion of the reasons 
why the gas company had asked for 
permission to make a minimum or a 
customer's charge. The facts would be 
laid before the commission, he said, 
which was appointed to protect inter- 
ests of both the public and the public 
service corporations. He had found the 
commission fair, and he felt sure that 
unless the commission should be con- 
vinced that the gas company Was en- 
titled to the minimum charge it would 
not be allowed. 

“The gas company is not trying to 
gouge anybody,’’ Holman said. ‘We 
have made several voluntary reductions 
in the price of gas, which I think .s 
proof that we are trying to give the peo 
ple of St. Louls gas service at a rea- 
sonable rate. The waclede Gas Light 
Co. is the only public service corpora- 
tion in the State that does not now 
make a minimum charge. 

“We are carrying some customers on 
our books whose meters, from month tv 
month, shgw no consumption of gas. 
Some of these have gas connections 
merely as a protection against a break- 
down of their electric light service. 

“In fixing upon & cents as the mini- 
mum, we have considered merely the 
cost of carrying the account, the read- 
ing of the meter and the equipment on 
the consumer’s premises. We have not 
taken into consideration _the cost of our 
general plant and mains, all of which 
ere necessary te serve the customer. 

Where the Cost Will Fall. 

“The 80 cent minimum will not fall 
upon people who cannot afford to pay 
it, as stated in the Mayor’s protest to 
the commission. It is not fair to the 
consumer whose accounts are larger to 
compel them to pay for carrying a cuz- 
tomer who is carried at a loss on our 
books. It is generally the larger cus- 
tcmer who is carrying the loss resulting, 
from the service to a small consumer. 

“We are merely trying to bring about 
& more equitable adjustment of the cost 
of the service. The Public Service Com- 
mission has made a careful study of 
the question of distribution of cost, and 
will no doubt be able to decide this 
question with fairness to everybody. 
There will be very probably a public 
hearing, so that anybody who thinks 
he is not getting a square deal may be 
heard. 

“TI think that our treatment of the 
public in the matter of past reductigns 
in rates ought to be regarded as a 
guarantee that we are not asking for 
anything that we do not think we are 
entitled to.’’

FINAL STEP FIGHT 


Philander C. Knox Assails State 
Counsel in Opposing Petition 
for Defendant’s Custody. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—The extra- 
ditign of Harry K. Thaw, from New 
Hampshire to New York, was up for 
consideration today by the Supreme 
Court. 

The argument of counsel for Thaw 
and for the State of New York marks 
the final steps in the legal fight which 
has waged over Thaw since he walked 
out of the gates of Matteawan over a 
year ago, escaped to Canada and finally 
came into the custody of an official 
in New Hampshire. 

William Travers Jerome began the 
argument for New York State. He 
declared he always had been under 
the impression that only four ques- 
tions were open for consideration in 


extradition hearings. One was the 


question. 
of the demand. The 
whether the prisoner was a fugitive 
from justice, as a question of fact, 
and the fourth was whether, within 
the meaning of the Constitution, 
Thaw was charged with crime in 
New York. 

“We contend that a conspiracy to 
escape from an insane asylum is a 
conspiracy to obstruct justice,” he 
declared. 

During his argument he said that 
he never had contended that New 


aS an insane person. 

Franklin Kennedy, Deputy Aftor- 
ney-General of New York defended 
the t¢onstitutionality of the insanity 
act under which Thaw was commit- 
ted to Matteawan. 


P. C. Knox Makes Plea for Thaw. 

Philander C. Knox, former Secretary 
of State, began the argument for Thaw 
vy assailing the opposing lawyers. 

‘This record is full of legal disasters 
for Thaw,” said he. “Five times this 
man (pointing to Jerome) has succeeded 
in sending him back to the asylum, and 
not until Thaw got outside the State 
did he win a point, and that the self- 
evident point that a man, cannot be ex- 
tradited for crime when the record on 
its face shows he is not competent to 
commit a crime, because insane.”’ 

Knox asserted that the five adjudica- 
tions in-New York that Thaw was in- 
sane were binding on the State of New 
York in seeking to extradite him. 


Chief Justice White asked if Thaw did 
] not have the right to apply for habeas 
corpus now on the ground of having 
recovered his sanity as well as formerly. 

Knox replied that an insane person 
need not renew his efforts every day for 
release in order to bind the State. 

Knox suggested that the purpose of 
New York in extraditing Thaw was open 
to consideration. 

The Chief Justice said he seemed to 
reca!l some case where extradition for 
one offense and subsequent punishmenr 
for another would give occasion for re- 
lease because of denial of a Federal 
right. 

“My colleague (Wm. A. Stone) tells me 
there is such a case, but I did not re- 
(all it,’ said Mr. Knox,

Indoor golf is the newest St. Louis 
pastime. It is so ne-- enat it hasn't 
really started yet, but finishing touches 
are being put on the “‘links’’ on the sec- 
ond floor of the Dolph Building at 
Seventh and Locust streets. 

Other touches will follow when local 
golf enthusiasts pay 31.50 an hour to

Club professional, for the privilege of 
keeping in practice by playing the in- 
door game. 

The charge will cover the use of a 
court by any number of players and is 
not considered exorbitant, as there will 
be no caddies to tip and no chance of 
losing balls. 

Scoring Is Difficalt. 


have tried their hands at the game. 
They say they think they will learn to 
like it, despite the assertion of some 
captious critics who say a knowledge 
of trigonometry and integral calculus 
or some similar branch of higher mathe- 
matics will be needed to score the 
matches. 

One feature of the indoor game is 
that the players may remain in a steam- 
heated room and play over any golf 
course in or around St. Louis. Thé 
anow may be three feet deep and the 
temperature 10 degrees below zero out at 
the Glen Echo links, but that will not 
prevent an indoor match over the Glen 
Echo course. 

How It Is Played. 

Indoor golf is played in a court 14 
fet wide, 20 feet long and 12 feet 
high. It is netted on both sides and 
overhéad. The back net is equipped 
with nine big canvas pockets on each 
side of which are enumerated certain 
yardage allowance for each club. For 
instance: In one pocket a drive 
yields 20 yards, a brassie 170, a cleek 
260 and the other iron shots a pro- 
portionate amount. Each pocket has 
marked in large letters the putts, 
ranging from five to 14 feet. 

The ball is teed off from a doormat 
instead of a little pile of sand. Walker 


‘Says these mats are used for this pur- 


pose on many outdoor courses‘in En- 
gsiand and Scotland. 

Suppose a player desires to make be- 
lieve he is playing over the Glen Echo 
links. On that course the distance from 
the tee-off to the first hole is 260 yards. 
He places the ball on the doormat and 
hits it with his driver, with such force 
and elevation that it will go into one 
of the bags whose number is nearest 
to 260. 

If he puts it in the 300 bag he has 
overshot the mark and will have to 
“come bdck’’ with another stroke. -If 
on the second stroke he approaches 
within putting distance of the hole he 
is considered to be on the putting green. 

Carpet of Green Burlap.. 

On an outdoor course the putting green 
is closely cropped grass. At the in- 
door links it is a carpet of green bur- 
lap. The ball rolls much more easily 
and accurately on this than on grass. 
Therefore the cup, set in the floor in 
front of the rack of canvas pockets, is 
only two inches in diameter, whereas 
the regulation outdoor cup is 4% inches. 

Besides the markings showing the dis- 
tance between holes on thé various St. 
Louis courses there are other compli- 
cations. After making the first hole the 
player may elect to use the driver, the 
cleek, the brassie, the midiron, or any 
style club he chooses, but he must an- 
nounce this preference. On each of the 
canvas bags are markings which show 
the distance which must be covered with 
ewch of the different clubs. The putting 
distance for each hole also is shown. 

Duffy says he believes many St. Louis 
golf players will keep in practice dur- 
ing the winter by playing the indoor 
game. Lessons also will be given to

Whoever or whatever country 1s 
blame for this war, Belgium is innocent; 
her hands are free from stain; she has 
kept the faith as she saw it with eyes 
of duty and honor; her Government 1s 
carried on in another land; her King is 
i: the trenches; her army is decimated, 
but the last decimals fight on. 

Her people wander in foreign lands, 
the highest and the lowest looking for 
work and bread; they cannot look for 
homes. Those left behind huddle near 
the ruins of their shattered villages or 
take refuge in towns which cannot feed 
their own citizens. , 

The Belgian people live now lin the 
abyss of want and woe. 

At Maastricht I began to understand 
what the sufferings and needs of Bel- 
gium are. They are such that the hor- 
ror of it almost paralyzes expression. 


No Meat or Vegetables. 
I met in Maastricht Belgians, repre- 


sentatives of municipalities, who said 
they had only food for a fortnight long- 
er, and what was the food they had? 
No meat, no vegetables, but only one- 
third of the soldiers’ rations of bread for 
each person a day. At Liege there is 
only food for three days. 

What is it the people of Belgium ask 
for? : 

They ask for bread and salt, no more, 
and it is not forthcoming. 

They do not ask for meat, they can- 
not get it. They have no fires for cook- 
ing and they; do not beg for petrol. 
Money is of little use to them because 
there is no food to be bought with 
money. ‘ 

Belgium, under ordinary circum- 
stances, imports five-sixths of the food 
she eats. The ordinary channels of sale 
and purchase are closed.

Their home in Belgium was level with 
the ground, the father killed in battle, 
their food, coffee and bread for break- 
fast, potatoes for dinner, with salt, and

Huddled Together to Keep Warm. 

Insufficiently clothed, there by the 
North Sea they watched the bleak hours 
pass, with nothing to do except to cling 
together in a vain attempt to keep 
warm. Multiply this case by hundreds 
and thousands and you will have som® 
hint of the people’s sufferings. 

In a lighter on the River Maas, at 
Rotterdam, without windows, without 
doors and with only an open hatchway 
from which the ladder dscends, severa!

leaky when the rain comes, with a floor 
never dry, and a pervasive and perpetual! 
smell, like the smell of a cave which 
never gets the light of day. 

Here men, women and children were 
huddled together in promiscuous com- 
munion of misery, made infinitely more 
pathetic and heartrending because none 
complained. 

At Rosendaal, at Scheveningen, Eys- 
den and Flushing and at a dozen other 
places, these ghastly things are repeat- 
ed, in one form or another. 

Holland *has sheltered hundreds of 
thousands, but she could not in a mo- 
ment organize even adequate shelter, 
much less comforts.. 

In Bergen-of-zoom, where I write these 
words, there have ¢ome since the fall 
of Antwerp 300,000 hunger marchers, with 
no ‘resources, except what they carry 
with them. This little town of 15,000 
people did its best to meet the terrible 
pressure .and its citizens went Without 
bread themselves to feed the refugees. 
How can a small municipality suddenly 
deal with so vast a catastrophe? 

Children are ‘born in the hunger-mug- 
ger of such conditions, but good Holland 
citizens see that the children are cared 
for and the babies have milk. 

One man—one fortunate man from 
Verviers—told me he could purchase as 
much as 2 shillings and 8 pence worth 
of food for himself, his wife and chil‘ 
for a week. Think of it, American citi- 
zens, 66 cents’ worth of food for a men, 


he was permitted to purehase that much. 


Rich Have No More Than Poor. 

This man was only allowed to purchase 
that much food if he could, because if 
he purchased more he would be taking 
it from someone else, and they were liv- 
ing on rations for a week which would 
represent the food of an ordinary man 
for a day. The rich man can have no 
more than the poor man. 

Of ajl the great Powers of the world 
j the United States is the only one not at 
war or in peril of war. Of all the fore- 
most mations of the world, the United 
States is the only one that can save Bel- 
gium from starvation if she will. She 
was the only nation that Germany 
would allow a foothold for humanity's 
and for Christ’s sake in Belgium. 

No such opportunity was ever given 
to a people; no such test has ever come 
to a Christian people in all the records 
of time. Will the American r~tion rise 
to the chance given to it te prove that 
its civilization is a real thing. and that 
its acts measure up with its inherent 
and professed Christianity? 

The price of one good meal a week for 
a family in. an American home will 
keep a Belgian alive for a fortnight. 
Probably the United States has 18,000,- 
000 homes; how many of them will deny 
themselves a meal for nrifartyred Bel- 
gium? The mass of the American peo- 
ple do not need to deny themselves any- 
thing to give to Belgium. The whole 
standard of living on the American con- 
tinent, in the United States and Can- 
ada, is so much higher than the Eu- 
ropean standard that if they 
the scale by one-tenth just for six 
months the Belgian problem would be 
solved. ° 

Wander in Lonely Units. 

.n Australia in drouth time vast flocks 
of sheep goatraveling with the shep- 
herds looking for food anu water and 
no flock ever comes back as it went 
forth, Not in flocks guided by a shep- 
herd, but in lonely, hopeless units. the 
Belgian people take flight looking for 
food and shelter or remain paralyzed by 
the tragedy fallen upon them in their 
own land. 

If every miHionaire would give $1000, 


jis every man with $100 a month would 


give $10 to the American Commission 
for Relief of Belgium, with its splen- 
did organization, its unrivaled  effi- 
ciency, through which flows a tide of 
human sympathy, it would be able to 
report at the end of the war that a 
small nation, in misfortune had been 
saved from famine and despair by a 
great people far away who had responéd- 
ed to the call, “Come over and help us.” 


HICHENS TELLS OF 
DISTRESS ABROAD 


NEW YORK, Dec. 8—Robert Hichens. 
the famous author of the “Garden of 
Allah, “Bella. Donna" and other novels, 
has written a letter to one of the mem. 
bers of the Committee of Mercy, an ine 
ternational organization, working for 
women and children made destitute by 
the war, which numbers among its offi- 
cers Elihu Root, Charles W. Eliot, Miss 
Katherine B. Davis, John Purroy Mitch- 
el, Mayor of New York; Mrs. J. Borden 
Harriman and many other representa- 
tive Americans. Jhe committee has re- 
eeived the indorsement of President Wil. 
son, the Red Cross, and the Ambassa- 
dors of all warring Powers. 

The Committee of Mercy expects to 
carry on its work for the innocent vic. 
tims of the war for many months, and 
perhaps for several years to come. It 
is organizing ‘not only in the great cities 
of the country, but in the smaller cities 
and states. 

Herrora Not Overstated. 

The letter from Hichens, written in 
on, Nov. 10, says: 

“T have jist seen the little book issued

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lventure to write a few words to tell

The horrors of 
his great war cannot well be overstated. 
Many of them cannot be stated at all.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—In view of 
the probability that many Belgians will 
come to the United States to establish 
homes, the following facts about the 
“innocent bystanders,’’ contributed to 
the National Geographic Society by Wil- 
liam Joseph Showalter, are of interest: 

“The Belgium of today has an area 


less than one-fourth as great as Mis-. 


sissippi, yet at the outbreak of the pres- 
ent war its population was four times as 
large as that of Mississippi. Twenty- 
two and a half countries like Belgium 
could be tucked away in a state like 
Texas, and their aggregate population 
would be more than that of the United 
States and Germany together.”’ 

According to this-writer Julius Caesar 
himself bears early witness to the brav- 
ery of the Belgians, who, he says, were 
braver than the Aquitani or the Celts, 
due to the ‘fact that they were nearer 
the Germans, with whom they were con- 
stantly at war. 

Two Kinds of Belgians, 

Within Belgium’s 11,373 square miles 
of territory, smaller than Massachusetts 
and Connecticut, with a population of 
7,579,000, there lived at the outbreak of 
the war, nearly 3,000,000 French-speaking 
Walloons who cannot talk with a like 
number of their compatriot Flemish- 
speaking Flemings. In their habits of 


mind and methods of gaining a liveli-: 


hood they differ.as widely &as the En- 
glish and the French, but the bond of 
religion has bound them together for 
generations, with never a fratricidal war 
in their modern history. 

The Belgian Constitution, framed in 
1830 by a convention of Belgians, guar- 
antees freedom of conscience, of educa- 
tion and of press, and the right of peace- 
ful assemblage. The kingship is filled by 
succession. There is a Cabinet, a Senate 
and a House of Representatives. A 
Senator’s pay is a pass on the rail- 
roads without a dollar of actual salary. 
A Representative gets a free pass and 
$800 a year. 

A Belgian gets one vote when he 
reaches the age of 25. If, at the age of 
35, he pays $1 in taxes, and is married 
or a widower with children, he gets a 
second vote. If he pays a certain 
amount of taxes or holds a university 
diploma he is entitled to two additional 
votes. In selecting representatives, 
parties and not men are-voted for, and 
each party gets a representative in pro- 
portion to its voting strength. 

The Belgians are fine farmers. They 
grew last year 37 bushels of wheat to 
the acre, where we grew 15; 50 bushels 
of barley, to our 24; 312 bushels of pota- 
toes, to our %. 

Land of Cheap Living. 

Belgium has been a land of low wages 
and cheap living. Many of the people 
who fashion our exquisit Belgian laces 
get only $5 a week, and the average 
wage-earner’s income is only about $165 
a year. But, with all that, the Belgian 
housewife, an artist in making a little 
go a long way, has fed her family well 
and clothed them comfortably. 

There were no milkmen in Belgium, 
for the women drove the dog carts that 
constituted the nation’s milk wagons. 
Every milk can had to shine, every dog 
had to have harness to fit him, a bowl 
for his drinking water and a carpet or 
bag to lie down on when tired. No dog 
in Belgium, except those of the rich, 
escaped bearing his share of the family 
burdens. 

The people of . Belgium. were the 
world’s greatest beer drinkers before the 
outbreak of the war, with 48.8 gallons 
per capita a year, as compared with 
the German consumption of 26.3 gal- 
lons. On the other hand, the Belgian 
used only one gallon of wine, as com- 
pared with the Frenchman’s 34 gallons. 

Railway fares were very low. A dou- 
ble-daily journey of 20 miles cost 3744 
cents a week; of 44 miles, 50 ,cents a 
week. Every person entering a railroad 
station had to pay 1 cent for that privi- 
lege, and the revenue therefore amount- 
ed to $50,000 a vear. 

Belgium’s foreign business was large. 
Those wonderful litte engines that did 
such good work at Panama were Liege- 
made, and an example of Belgium’s ex- 
ports. The country’s foreign trade was 
greater than that df all South America 
together. If the United States imported 
as much per capita as Belgium, its iim- 
ports would total $12,000,000,000 a year: 
ife we exported as much per capita our 
export business would am ount to $10,- 
000,000,000 a vear.
